That in the event any proceeds.are derived from said suit or clain, the eaid

It 1s ordered, adjudged and decreed that Mrs. Emma Parker be and ig hereby 
appointed adninistratrix of the estate of Dewey Smith, deceased, and that upon 
her taking ‘the oath and entering into a bond as required by law, letters of 


administration issue to her appointing her as administratrix of the said estate = vet 
"for the purpose of bringing a sult or settling the claims against the United 


States Government and the boat itcaptain John", It is further ordered that 
the said Emm Parker enter into-a bond, and that if any. proceeds are derived... 
from said suit, she will then enter into any such bond as the court might
